The new rates would amount to a 26 
per cent hike in the Santa Ynez Valley 
(From $5 50 to $6 95 monthly per 
residential hookup) and a 46 per cent 
jump 
for 
the 
Mission 
Hills 
— 
Vandenberg Village area (from И 75 per 
month to f6 95 per month per residential 
hookup i. 
Secondary 
connections, 
that

The item is on Monday's Board of 
Supervisors agenda under departmental 
matters, the agenda does not indicate 
that a public hearing has been called to 
gamer citizen opinion on the matter 
The meeting will be public, however 


TelePrompTer of Lompoc last March 
asked the City Council to approve a 55 
per cent monthly cable rate increase 
within the Lompoc city limits After 
several 
months 
and

Information Center (CT1C), this matter 
will be the focus of a local public hearing 
here

Considered a likely city option is 
arranging a stairstep rate increase for 
the city system, in which promised

incremental boosts in monthly rates 
But this will also come under public 
discussion at the hearing 
TelePrompTer made the rate hike 
request of the county a month after its 
similar 
request 
of

The 
firm operates cable franchises in both 
governmental jurisdictions and rate 
alterations must be approved by local 
ruling boards 


Johnson based his recommendation 
that 
the 
full 
rate 
increase 
be 
implemented 
in surrounding county 
areas for the following reasons 


— TelePrompTer’s report of a loss so 
far of $139.000 in the Lompoc system, 
which includes both the Lompoc city and 
county jurisdictions The CTIC report 
stated that the cable firm's rate request 


was not unreasonable and Johnson 
further based his recommendation on 
this Johnson’s report to the board,

qualifying recommendation concerning 
the cable tv franchise at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, which the consulting firm

West Coast system, 
Johnson advanced The current $4 75 and 
$5 50 monthly cable rates in nearby 
county areas. Johnson reported, were 
among the lowest in the firm’s western 
division even before the current rate 
hike 
requests. 
The 
city’s current 
monthly rate is lower — 94 50 


Johnson also pointed to evidence 
provided by the California Community 
Television Association (CCTA) showing 
that as of May 1, of 278 rates charged by 
its 
members, 
55 
of 
these, 
or 
approximately 20 per cent, charged $6 50 
or more per month for primary cable tv 
service 


— TelePrompTer has promised to 
initiate a five-year capital improvement 
plan, in which 9225.000 is slated for 
improvements 
in 
the 
Vandenberg 
Village Mission Hills area in 1975, 


Johnson said, and in the Solvang-Santa 
Ynez area in 1976 The administrator 
said that these improvements "will 
noticeably improve signal reception.*’ 
The cable firm's proposed improvement 
schedule, though, has not solved the 
local problem of signal fadeouts A new 
microwave relay station will probably 
be needed to solve this technical 
dilemma and the cable 
company 
appears no closer to locating a site for 
one now than two years ago, though 
funds are included in its budget for 
construction of such a station Company 
spokesmen say that Divide Peak in the 
Los Padres National Forest is the only 
suitable site for another relay station 
U.S. Forest service officials have not 
been enthusiastic.

Air Force launches 
first airborne 
ICBM over VAFB 


WASHINGTON < U PI) - The Air Force has successfully launched an 86,000 pound 
ntercontinental ballistic missile from a jet cargo plane, a move that could make 
America’s big ICBMs safer from Soviet attack, the Pentagon announced today 
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The Minuteman 1 missile, largest object 
ever dropped from an airplane, was 
fired briefly over the Vandenberg Air 
Force Base test range in California 
Thursday, then plunged into the Pacific 
Ocean 
The Pentagon spokesman said a 
missile 
guidance 
system 
was 
not 
involved in the test and denied that it 
was held in conjunction with discussions 
of arms limitation currently under way 
in Moscow 
Thursday’s test apparently could lead 
to installation of the long-range missiles 
on planes and make the ICBMs less 
vulnerable from Soviet attack than in 
underground silos where they 
are 
usually stored 
The Pentagon said a Minuteman I 
missile was rolled out the back door of a 
big C5A jet cargo plane in flight 
Thursday. It was then successfully 
ignited and sent into flight for 10 
seconds 
The test came the same day Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger arrived in 
Moscow to discuss arms limitations 
with the Russians The Pentagon denied 
that the test was scheduled for impact 
on the talks, saying the series had been 
in the works for many months 
An Air Force spokesman said the 
86,000-pound rocket was the largest 


weight ever dropped from an aircraft. 
The previous record was 55,000 pounds 
He said the missile was pulled out the 
back door of the C5A by parachutes at 
20,000 feet over the western test range at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, Calif The 
rocket then fell with the parachutes 
turning it upright. 
On the way down the missile ignited 
and at 8,000 feet built up enough thrust to 
stop falling and begin flying upward 
The 10 seconds of fuel carried the 
missile to 20,000 feet before it fell back 
into the ocean. 
The spokesman said the tests were 
made to determiné if the aircraft could 
successfully drop such weights and if the 
missile could be ignited. He said missile 
guidance was not involved 
The Soviets are moving on to larger 
missiles with more powerful warheads 
that some strategists fear could be 
targeted to wipe out the 1,054 land-based 
missiles in the United States. 
This has renewed interest in "mobile 
basing" of missiles on trucks, railroad 
carriages or planes so that the Soviets 
would not know where they were from 
one day to another and could not 
pretarget them all 
The Air Force has not kept its test 
series a secret but has not publicized it.

Commerce Department said today the 
U.S. balance of trade deficit was $233 
million in September —a sharp improve­ 
ment over the previous month mainly 
because of a decline in the volume of oil 
imports. 
During the first nine months of 1974, 
the merchandise trade deficit was $2.4 
billion, 
indicating 
the 
nation 
was 
heading toward its second worst deficit 
in history 
The trade deficit hit a record $1.1 
billion in August But the September 
figures improved as oil imports fell off 
nearly $400 million and 28 million 
barrels in September from August. 
Foreign oil imports were at their 
lowest point last month since the Arab 
oil embargo ended in March 
Exports in September were estimated 
at $8 286 billion compared with imports 
of $8 519 billion on an adjusted basis.

Commission (LAFCO) took the step 
Thursday that has been expected of it 
for months. 
By a 4-1 vote, LAFCO approved a 
resolution putting its blessing on a 
proposal for annexation of Goleta Valley 
to the city of Santa Barbara. 
The action could lead to voters of the 
valley and city areas balloting on the 
plan — including two-tier government — 
next March. 
County supervisors must now pass on 
the plan by calling for an election, and 
Santa Barbara City Council will be 
required 
to 
prepare 
a 
charter 
amendment for the ballot. 
Supervisor James M. Slater cast the 
only 
vote against the motion for 
approval by Santa Barbara Mayor David 
Shiffman. Mayor Eugene C. Stevens, of 
Lompoc, seconded the motion. Voting 
aye also were commission chairman R 
Lockwood Tower, of Montecito, and 
Supervisor Francis Beattie, of Lompoc 
Boundaries were enlarged to include 
foothills 
sectors 
which 
Supervisor 
Slater, of Goleta Valley, has endeavored 
to keep preserved for agricultural 
purposes, and kept out of any enlarged 
city. 
Slater’s rezoning proposal is still 
before 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors, 
however, and LAFCO officials said the 
boundaries are subject to later changes. 
Slater had endeavored to keep the 
large Ellwood Ranch of Jack Schwartz 
out of the proposed larger city, claiming 
it intruded into agricultural areas in the 


Ellwood 
Canyon 
area 
and 
any 
residential subdivision built on it would 
put pressure to urbanize on surrounding 
lands. 
The LAFCO vote, however, includes 
the ranch in the proposed new city area, 
along with foothill acreages below 40- 
acre agricultural designation. 
The decision to include the entire 
valley, including Hope Ranch, Isla 
Vista, and the UCSB campus, in the area 
sought for annexation was made after a 
series of public hearings touching every 
conceivable phase of the proposed 
governmental reorganization. 
Isla Vista groups fought to the end in 
seeking to be excluded, and to be 
allowed to determine the community’s 
own form of government. Hope Ranch 
elements also opposed inclusion with 
facts speaking both for and against 
incorporation. 


Mayor Shiffman although voting to 
favor the annexation proposal to be put 
before the voters, said he would have 
preferred it if the county as proponent 
had not moved through the District 
Reorganization Act, which by-passes the 


need for petitions to show support. 
In extending the boundaries, the 
commission 
approved adding some 
1,300 acres of undeveloped land zoned 
five-acre 
agricultural 
to 
original 
proposals. 
County Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds said he felt the 
addition of these lands would not change 
his finding of no significant impact for 
the proposal. He said he felt the 
negative declaration, so revised, would 
still be the appropriate environmental 
document for the proposed annexation. 
The 
annexation 
proposal 
had 
originated with the Goleta 
Valley 
Governmental 
Group and had the 
backing 
of 
County 
Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson, who is 
executive officer of LAFCO, and County 
Government Consultant John Sanger. 


Proponents claim that a larger city 
scheme giving representation to the four 
areas of Santa Barbara, Goleta, Isla 
Vista and Hope Ranch would lead to a 
more orderly and efficient development 
of the area, and could provide tax 
advantages as well

Classified data deliveries 
to Nixon halted for now 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ford has temporarily halted airplane 
deliveries of classified foreign policy information to former President Richard M. 
Nixon in California, a White House spokesman said today. 
The foreign policy material, traditionally furnished for an interim period to 
outgoing presidents by their successors, has been delivered weekly by military 
courier plane to Nixon’s home in San Clemente, Calif., since he resigned last Aug. 9. 
“ The flights have been deferred while the White House explores alternate 
methods of providing the former president with briefing materials, 
Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said. He declined to say what the alternatives were or why 
the review was started 
Nessen said Ford and Nixon have not talked by telephone since Oct 11, the date of 
the last courier flight. He added that Ford had not even had a direct report on the 
state of Nixon’s health, which apparently took a turn for the worse Thursday when 
the former president was hospitalized 
Ford also had no plans to personally visit Nixon when he goes to Los Angeles next 
Friday for a campaign rally, Nessen said.

of hours and productivity. The exact 
nature of the latter action however was 
not 
immediately 
clear. 
J-M’s 
negotiator, 
Paul Bumum was not 
available for comment this morning and 
the union was declining to discuss the 
question. 


Still to be resolved were issues of 
wages, pension plan language and 
incentive pay, and particularly the 
extension of incentive pay to some 
workers who are not now covered. A 
federal mediation service official was 
believed aiding the discussions this 
morning. 


Yesterday’s progress if it can be 
called that came on the heels of charges 
by the union that the company was not 
bargaining in good faith. Despite the 
criticism, however, Bumum maintained 
the posture of optimism as the talks 
continued.

But the first is in a league of 
its own as far as prime theater 
entertainment is concerned. 
“ Godspell,” which opened 
Wednesday 
night 
at 
Allan 
Hancock 
College, 
doesn’t 
present the words of Christ in 
the customary gloomy or stuffy 
manner (depending on past 
experiences). Rather it is a 
hilarious mixture of slapstick, 
vaudeville, satire, circus and 
expository preaching. 
The reason is that one day 
Stephen Schwartz, the author 
of this modern musical based 
on the gospel according to St. 
Matthew 
(with a few bits 
borrowed from John) came to 
find 
the 
church dour 
and 
pessimistic. 
“ It 
(the church) 
has to 
reclaim its joy and hope,” he 
has been quoted. 
The play begins with some 
heavy dialogue by a group of 
young people standing in a 


makeshift 
playground 
and 
wearing 
sweatshirts 
with 
names 
like 
Socrates 
and 
Thomas 
Aquinas 
stenciled 
across them. They are boringly 
discussing 
religion 
and 
philosophy when suddenly John 
the Baptist, dressed like a 
colorful clown, interrupts with 
a song. 
The young people quickly 
change costumes and spill back 
onto the stage dressed like 
Raggedy-Ann 
clowns. 
Schwartz’s theme is just as 
quickly realized: 
The teaching and learning of 
God’s word should be joyful 
In 
Act 
I, 
the ten cast 
members 
dram atize, 
pantomime, shout and sing 
familiar parables, sayings, and 
even Sermon on the Mount as 
Jesus and the disciples. 
The mood of Act II gradually 
shifts from light to serious as 
the events of Christ’s last days 
are presented 
Significantly, 
“ Godspell” ends on a high note 
although Christ’s resurrection 
is excluded from the action.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Retired mobster 
Mickey Cohen says he has found fugitive 
Patricia Hearst near the Canadian border and 
urged her to avoid capture because it would 
mean a long prison term 
Cohen, 61, paralyzed from the waist down 
because of a severe beating received while he 
was in prison in 1963, told KPIX-Television 
reporter Marilyn Baker Thursday night that he 
talked with two associates of the newspaper 
heiress 10 days ago. He declined to identify the 
city in which she was hiding 
He said he used underworld contacts to find 
her, and that FBI agents contacted him a few 
days ago” and confirmed she had been in the 
city 
They told him they believed she fled into 
Canada, he said, adding that neither he nor the 
agents knew her current whereabouts. 
The FBI declined comment on Cohen s 
disclosures 
(At his home in Los Angeles, following the 
televised report, Cohen issued a statem ent 
denying that the city he spoke of was near the 
Canadian border. “ I have no knowledge she is 
near Canada. As of 10 days ago, as far as I knew 
she was not near Canada. 
Cohen said. He did 
not explain the conflict between this statem ent 
and his rem arks to the San Francisco reporter 
in a filmed interview ) 
In October, it was reported, Cohen met with 
Randolph A. Hearst, president and editor of The 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner, 
and 
his 
wife, 
Catherine, in Los Angeles. He said the Hearsts 
wanted him to help in finding their daughter 
Miss Hearst, 20, was abducted from her 
apartm ent near the University of California 
campus 
in 
Berkeley 
by 
the 
Symbionese 
Liberation Army in February. She subsequently 
eschewed her past life to join the underground 
guerrilla team. 
Cohen said his underworld pals found Miss 
Hearst and SLA associates Bill Harris and his 
wife Emily in hiding. He said he communicated

with Miss Hearst by means of two new 
members of the SLA who were with them. 
Cohen, who served 10 years in federal custody 
on income tax evasion charges, said FBI agents 
told him, “ that figures,” when he told them the 
name of the city. He declined to say on which 
side of the border the city was. 
Miss Baker, a constant critic of the FB I’s 
handling of the Hearst case and author of the 
book “ Exclusive” about the kidnap, said Cohen 
began his criminal career in Cleveland, home 
town of Donald DeFreeze, the SLA leader who 
was killed in a shootout with law enforcement 
officers in Los Angeles in May. 
Five other SLA m embers also died in the 
battle. 
Cohen said the Hearsts told him of the 
multiple state and federal charges aginst their 
daughter.

intermediaries that Miss Hearst should remain 
on the run because, if caught, she would be in 
prison many years and he did not like to see 
anyone behind bars.

The newspaper said Cohen and the Hearsts 
met for two hours in a Los Angeles restaurant.

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17 measures need voters' decision 


SACRAMENTO 
(IJPI) 
- 
Californians will pick their way 
through a grab bag of 17 
relatively noncontroversial but 
nonetheless 
far-reaching 
propositions on the Nov 
5 
general election ballot 
The decisions made in the 
polling booths will affect the 
future of felons, university 
students, 
the 
environment, 
schools and the state constitu­ 
tion 
Few of the measures have 
stirred the emotions of the 
voters and spending has been 
held to only a fraction of the 
184 
million 
funneled 
into 
campaigns for and against the 
22 propositions on the 1972 
general election ballot. 


Prop 
17, the “Wild and 
Scenic Rivers initiative," has 
drawn the most attention—and 
money but even it has failed 
to spark 
widespread voter 
interest like the campaign 
reform initiative on the June 
primary ballot A recent poll 
showed more than two-thirds of 
the electorate undecided. 


Prop 17 is the only measure 
that earned a spot on the ballot 
through an initiative signature 
drive It seeks to block federal 
plans to build the New Melones 
Dam on the Stanislaus River 
near Modesto 


Supported 
by 
conserva­ 
tionists, the initiative would 
place sections of the river 
within the state’s protective 
Wild and Scenic Rivers Act. 
Environmentalists want to 
save a nine-mile stretch of 
“white water" which they say 
is one of the prime rafting 
areas remaining in the state. If 
the proposed dam was filled, 
the section of rapids would be 
inundated 
The measure would severely 


limit state dam construction 
along the historic river, but 
would only be "an indication by 
the state's voters" that the 
federal project is not wanted It 
would not prohibit the dam 
outright 
Conceivably the U S Army 
Corps of Engineers could go 
ahead with plans to create the 
largest earthen dam west of the 
Mississippi River even if the 
measure is approved 
Campaign spending on the 
measure has surpassed $230,000 
with supporters matching op­ 
ponents, who are mostly San 
Joaquin Valley ranchers. 
The remaining 16 measures 
were put on the ballot by the 
legislature — 15 
are 
constitutional amendments and 
one is a $150 million school 
bond issue. 
Recent events surrounding 
former Republican Lt. Gov Ed 
Reinecke have made Prop 10 a 
topical 
measure 
It 
would 
automatically restore voting 
rights to felons who have 
served 
their 
sentence 
and 
parole without incident. 
Reinecke became a felon 
when a federal jury convicted 
him of perjury He received an 
18-month suspended sentence 
Staunch 
law-and-order 
Republican Assemblyman John 
V. Briggs, R-Fullerton, argues 
denial of "blanket" restoration 
of the right of felons to vote 
would “strengthen respect for 
the law.” 
Supporters say the measure 
"is 
based 
on 
logic 
and 
fairness” and would not endan­ 
ger 
the 
election 
process. 
Felons now must petition for 
the restoration of voting rights 
with the county in which they 
live. 
Student tuition at the Univer­ 
sity of California now is set by 


the board of regents, but under 
Prop. 16 the legislature would 
assume that power. The law 
makers 
also could 
abolish 
tuition 
altogether 
if 
they 
wanted to under the proposal. 
Legislators say they should

Hot race for secretary of state

Women, minorities 
seeking posts

California’s ethnic minorities 
are vying for two of the top 
constitutional posts in the state 
and are seeking to increase 
their.number in the legislature 
in November. 
Republicans and Democrats 
have fielded 36 minority candi­ 
dates for seats around the state 
— 15 are black, 16 Mexiean- 
American, two Chinese-Ameri- 
cans and two Japanese-Ameri- 
cans. 
One 
is 
campaigning 
to 
becomt the first black lieuten­ 
ant governor and another the 
first Oriental woman Secretary 
of State. They would join 
Wilson Riles who won re- 
election as superintendent of 
public instruction in the June 
primary— the first black to hold 
a state constitutional office. 
In addition, there are 20 
women 
with 
major 
party 
nominations for office. 
Democrat Mervyn Dymally, 
the only black lawmaker in the 
state Senate, is battling Repub­ 
lican Lt Gov John Harmer for 
the state’s No. 2 spot. The 
latest poll gives Dymally the 
advantage, but with a large 
number of voters undecided. 
Assemblywoman 
March 
Fong, D-Oakland, is campaign­ 
ing hard for Secretary of State 
against Republican Brian V a n __ 
Camp. She holds a lead in the 
polls 
with 
fewer 
voters 
undecided than in Dymally’s 
race. 
While victory would make 
her the first woman Secretary 
of State, retiring two-term 
state Treasurer Ivy Baker 
Priest holds the distinction of 
being 
the 
first 
woman 
constitutional officer. 
In a state where there are 1.4 
million blacks and 3.4 million 
Mexican-Americans, both eth­ 
nic groups have six legislators 
apiece. 
While the GOP has fielded its 
own minority candidates, all 
incumbent black and Mexican- 
American 
lawmakers 
are 
Democrats. 
Race and 
sex have not 
appeared as major issues in 
most campaigns 
“In the final analysis, I don’t 
think ethnic background is as 
important as what he (the 
candidate) stands for and the 
kind of leadership he holds out 
for constituents," says black 
Assemblyman Julian Dixon, D- 
Los Angeles 
Ms Fong also contends that 
women are campaigning on a 
“purely individual" basis, al­ 
though concedes that being a 
woman "does bring added 
publicity because we are still a 


novelty as candidates.' 
The incumbent black and 
M e x ic a n -A m e r ic a n 
Democratic 
office 
holders 
expect a strong party showing 
in November to help both 
ethnic groups pick up another 
member apiece in the Senate 
and Assembly on election day.

popularity as a city councilman

Jordan, who held the post for 
six decades. 
But Brown transferred the 
office by prosecuting election 
law violators and widely publi­ 
cizing his proposals to reduce 
campaign abuse. 
Advocating that the office he 
made 
“nonpartisan,” 
Van 
Camp contends Brown used the 
agency as a political tool to 
advance his own career and the 
result was "the deterioration of 
the 
im p a rt ia lity 
and 
efficiency” of the secretary of 
state’s office. 
" I am running to take the 
politics out of the secretary of 
state’s office,” he said, adding 
that he still would vigorously 
enforce election laws. “The 
chief 
elections 
referee 
shouldn’t wear the jersey of 
one of the teams on the field." 
Ms. Fong, a stylish dresser 
who often wears pantsuits 
while 
campaigning, 
has 
pledged 
to 
continue 
the 
"activist 
style” 
begun 
by 
Brown. 
The 
Oakland 
assemblywoman also said m an 
interview she wants to help 
alleviate 
the 
“ little 
aggravations" 
Californians 
must endure and cites her 
successful campaign to ban pay 
toilets in public buildings. 
For example, Ms. Fong said, 
she would like to permit 
citizens to register for voting 
"by postcard" to make regis­ 
tration “a convenience rather 
than an obstacle, as it now 
seems to be.”

In 1970, Unruh was a familiar 
sight to California voters as he 
criss-crossed the state bellow­ 
ing outrages against Reagan 
and his performance during his 
first term. 
Now it is Kehoe, with 17 
years on the federal, state and 
local 
government 
payroll, 
•hacking away at Unruh’s past 
record He travels up and down 
the state calling Unruh "Big 
Daddy" and reminding voters 
his opponent lost to Reagan and 
finished third in the 1973 Los 
Angeles mayor’s race 
Kehoe tells small parking lot 
crowds that his opponent is 
hiding from the issues and 
refuses to debate 
He says 
Unruh is running on a name 
which he built as a legislator in 
the last decade. 
Asked occasionally about his 
qualifications for state treasu­ 
rer, Unruh, 51, the veteran 
officeholder of 16 years, an­ 
swers: 
"That’s like asking 


"Come Nov. 5, we’ll flush Fong 
away.” 
But the one-liners fell flat at 
an "old fashioned political ral­ 
ly” at the Republican state con­ 
vention in Anaheim recently.

entrenched 
incumbent.” 
He 
has 
sought 
to 
link 
Younger, a former FBI agent, 
superior court judge and Los 
Angeles district attorney, with 
the GeoTek oil drilling con­ 
troversy, accused him of being 
a “ do-nothing” prosecutor and 
“ holing up in his office during 
the campaign ” 
Younger, who helped lead the 
drive for restoring the death 
penalty in California, in turn, 
accuses 
Norris 
of 
making 
“ irresponsible attacks on me” 
and of “ taking the low road and 
trying to buy the election.” 
Both 
candidates disclosed 
receiving more than $200,000 in 
general election campaign con­ 
tributions —$247,533 for Young­ 
er and $206,622 for Norris. 
Younger, seeking his second 
four-year term 
in a post- 
Watergate year when many 
politicians foresee a Democrat­ 
ic landslide, has done virtually 
no 
full-blown 
campaigning,

Gerald Ford's appearance before the 
House Committee would appear to have 
been a near total success Three aspects 
of it bear scrutiny 
The first is the matter of his confessed 
lies during the weekend preceding Mr. 
Nixon’s resignation. What happened, he 
explained, is that for days and weeks 
and months he had tirelessly repeated 
the sam e line, that he didn’t think Nixon 
had been guilty of an impeachable 
offense. 
But now here he was, 
having only just that 
very 
morning 
been 
told by General Haig 
about the disastrous 
June tape, scheduled 
to give three speeches 
over 
the 
weekend 
before 
the 
Monday 
when that tape would 
be announced 
Ford 
was 
forthright: 
rather than 
suddenly 
clam 
up 
when asked 
the 
inevitable question, he just kept the old 
answer coming It is like the politician 
who says he isn't going to run for a 
particular office, then decides one day 
that he will run but that the tim e to 
make that announcement is a couple of 
weeks off, so he continues to say no. he 
won’t run It is routine In the case of 
Jerry Ford, something more. If he had 
done anything else, it would have looked 
like pressure by Ford on Nixon to 
resign Such a pressure would have had 
strategically 
damaging 
consequences 
when, as President, Ford had to deal 
with Nixon loyalists Ego to absolve 
Two. 
The 
ranks of 
these visibly 
diminish Mr. Ford spoke about Nixon’s 
having left the White House in shame 
and 
disgrace. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
trial 
unfolds, and the first line of defense of 
the principal aides of President Nixon 
is: he told us to do it. No longer the stout 
maintenance, by the first team , of 
everybody’s 
innocence 
all the way 
around The hysteria about how Ford’s 
pardon 
would 
make 
it 
forever 
impossible to arrive formally at a 
conclusion of Nixon’s guilt in the cover- 
up becom es increasingly silly. It is as if 
to say that 
by 
losing the logs of 
Christopher Columbus, w e’d be left 
without proof that the world is round 
Even before Mr. Ford’s appearance, 
John Doar, the principal Republican 
expert on 
Watergate, 
had said the 
record was, for the purposes of the 
im peachm ent’s three counts, com plete. 
And the Prosecutor Jaworski, whom 
Ford did not consult, refuses to criticize 
Ford. He tells us that the record is 
com plete, and that the part of it that is 
not now known will transpire during the 
trial. And at that tim e, there will simply 
be no doubting the com plicity of Richard 
Nixon. As a m atter of fact there is no 
doubting it now. Not unless the tapes are 
forgeries, and Richard Nixon never said 
that they were. 
So: Ford stressed, to the apparent 
satisfaction of m ost of the m em bers of 
the com m ittee, the line that what he did 
for Nixon was "good for the country .” 
Now I happen to think that is correct. 
But I am a little sorry that Mr. Ford 
placed such total 
reliance upon 
it. 
Because it seem s to me that the right of 
executive clem ency is among other 
things the right to do something that is 
good for an individual, even if it is not 
good for the country. When Congress 
passes a private bill, let us say to make 
a cash award to the widow Jones 
because of exceptional circum stances. 
Congress is doing something that is good 
for the widow Jones, not at all good for 
the taxpayers who have to com e up with 
the money to support her. 
Probably it would have been, net, 
better for the country if Richard Nixon 
had been shot on the spot, banana- 
republic style. But (quite rightly) we 
don’t do these things, insisting on the 
alternative of a trial by jury with all 
kinds of protections. This would have 
meant, in the estim ate of the Justice 
Department, over a year of trial, and 
Mr. Ford judged that this would not 
have been in the best interests of the
